Centenary of the Church of England 
in the Ecclesiastical Province of 


Rupert's Land 


On the 20th of next October our 
Church will enter upon her second 
Centenary of work in this part of 
Canada, known during the first fifty 
years us the Hudson’s Bay Territory, 
and as, if spared to that date, I shall 
have completed more than fifty-two 
years of the century in active and 
continuous work in Rupert's Land, I 
hope you will bear with me if I give 
you as a full an account of its history 
and work as I can:— 

It was in 1815, one hundred and 
forty-five years after its Charter had 
been granted to the Hudson’s Bay 
Company, that Major Semple, Gov- 
ernor of York Fort, when speaking of 
the desolation caused by a fierce 
struggle between the Hudson’s Bay 
and the North West Companies, in 
one of which he afterwards lost his 
life, speaks in this way of the Red 
River Settlement:-—“I have trodden 
the burnt ruins of housés, barns, a 
mill, a fort, and sharpened stockades, 
but none of a place of worship even 
on the smallest scale. I blush 
say that throughout the whole extent 
of the Hudson’s Bay territories no 
such building exists.” 

But a change was coming; five 
years afterwards the Hudson's Bay 
Company in London, in conjunction 
with the Church Missionary Society 


then resolved to send out a Mission- | 


ary, and the Rev. John West was 
chosen for the work. He arrived at 
York Factory in the end of August 


and reached the Red River Settlement 
at Fort Garry so as to held a service | 


in the large room at the Fort on 
Sunday. One of the settlers present 
spoke of the first Sunday on which 
he attended Mr. West’s ministry 
“As the happiest day in his life, 
it restored to him the blessing of pub- 
lic wo: in of which he had been de 
prived for thirty years.” Mr. West 
made St. John’s in the northern part 


of, Winnipeg, his headquarters: he 
travelled about as a Missionary and, 
during the following year, it was his 
privilege to a one of the Com- 


pany’s Directors in the formation of 
an Auxiliary of the Bble Society at 
York Factory. 

In 1828, just before leaving for 
England, he had the satisfaction of 


welcoming Rev. David Jones to carry 
on the work. During this year a 
small wooden church was erected at 


Red River, and in 1825 a substantial 
chureh wys provided ten miles down 
the river. Day and Sunday Schools 
had been started and 169 boys and 
gikls were on the Sunday School 
books. During this year Archdeacon 
Cockran arrived, whose name bee:

Then came Rey. W. Smithurst and 
then Rey.

In the summer of 
1844 the hearts of the faithful were 
greatly cheered and the hands of the 
Clergy strengthened by a visit from 
the Bishop of Montreal. He came in 
a eanoe. His route lay~on the St 
Lawrence across Lakes Nipissine, 
Huron and Superior, and then through 
rivers rendered almost impassable by 
rapids ill, after thirty days of ex- 
posury «and fatigue, he entered Lake 
Winnipeg, near the mouth of the 
Red River, on June 22nd.

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Hold Rye for 
Re-Seeding 


At a meeting of the executive 
council held in Edmonton on Thurs- 
day afternoon a report was submitted 
by Hon. A. T. McLean concerning 
conditions caused’ by the winds in 
the Lethbridge district. It will be 
remembered that the Hon. Mr. Me- 
Lean personally inspected the blown 
out areas in the southern districts 
and because of his report the prov- 
incial government is arranging with 
the Dominion Seed Branch to hold 
all rye now in Alberta for re-seeding 
purposes. 

It is understood that an embargo 
on the shipment of rye out of the 
province is to be enforced by the Do- 
minion authorities, and the supplies 
of seed thus reserved for home use 
will be available for August seeding. 

The distvibution of this seed will 
be conducted along the same lines 
as that of other grains during the 
| past season. Under the terms of the 
j existing legislation a total advance of 
| $800 per quarter section will be the 
}limit, and the amount of relief now 
{to be given out will therefore de- 
| pend upon the amount already ad- 
vanced, It is expected that munici- 
| palities will administer relief, with 
supplies of rye seed, on the same plan 
as before, while the government will 
look after the unorganized districts.

| In 1849, a Bishopric Endowment 
Fund having been generously provid- 
ed by Chief Factor James Leitch, of 
Aberdeenshire, the interest of which 
torether with a sum annually furnish- 
ed by the C.M.S., constituted a suf- 
| ficient income, the Society nominated 
fev, David Anderson, a scholar of 
Exeter College, Oxford, and tutor of 
St. Paul’s Theolovical Colleve, for an- 
| pointment as Bishop, and, upon his 
ceptance, Dr. Anderson was conse- 
erated by the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury by Reyal Letters Patent found- 
ing the See, on May 29th of that year, 
his Grace, the Archbishop being de- 
clared Metropolitan of Rupert’s Land 
which included the whole of the Hud 
son’s Bay ‘Territory. The Bishop 
preached his first sermon in his Dio 
cese on August 19th, of that year. At 
the time of his arrival there »were 
five Clergy at work in the Diocese, 
and after an interrupted residence 
of seven years he was able to 
port that they had increased to nine- 
teen, some of them being Indians. 

In 1864 Dr. Anderson returned to 
England, and in 1865 Dr. Machray 
wis consecrated by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury under Royal Letters Pat- 
ent, and he forthwith entered upon 
his important duties with energy,

The minister pointed out the seri- 
ous situation facing the people in the 
dry belt in Alberta, and said he could 
understand the concern felt for them 
by W. A. Buchanan, the member for 
Lethbridge. He added: “So far as 
the government of Canada is con- 
cerned, I do not know that all feel 
the same intimate sympathy with the 
people that I do. I would feel like 
going the extreme limit that the 
federal government could possibly go 
in justice to the rest of the Dominion 
in seeking to co-oerate with the 
provincial authorities to relieve the 
situation, but I think, the line having 
been already drawn, and there being 
no possibility of doubt of the wisdom 
of the point at which it is drawn, we 


have some proposal from the local 
authorities looking for further ad- 
vance.” 

Need Special Attention 


W. A. Buchanan had taken occasion | 
to call to the attention of the house 
the condition of the settlers in the 
territory affected by the bill. He said 
the people there fee] that they should 
be treated almost as were those wi 
had gone through the Halifax explo- 
years ago. All they 
had has been blown away. There 
has been a crop failure for the past 
three years, and all their possessions 
are heavily mortgaged in conse- 
quence. There is no relief in sight 
for them, except through the de-

Land Is Very Rich 


There is some of the richest land 
in the west around Lethbridge, which 
he invited the members of the op- 
position to come and see, to which 
Hon. W. L. Mackenzie King respond- 
ed, “I will be there.” 


D. D. McKenzie thought the com- 
parison with the Halifax disaster was 
not warranted. It was Providence 
which produced the situation in the 
west, while he ascribed the Halifar 
disaster to the stupidity of the people 
sent by the government to handle the 
business of the harbor there. 


He said if the government was 
encouraging settlers to go into the 
western ditsricts under discussion, 
we should see that everything possible 
is done for them. 


If the lands were sold by private 
companies as a matter of speculation, 
he did not see why the government 
should undertake to make them 
habitable when it has better lands of 
its own fit for cultivation. 


Mr. Buchanan said it was not a 
question of disposing of lands now 
taken up, but of helping the people 
who have had homes there for fifteen 
‘yrurs or more, and are now stranded 
because they cannot get a crop. They 
are ready to bond all they own to 
raise money for irrigation. There is 
no wild land in the district, and farm- 
ers are settled on every acre.
